MR.  MAYOR,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I  hog  to  present  the  following  report  on  the  Sanitary 
condition  of  the  Port  of  Mai don  during  1949* 

The  Port  Sanitary  District  of  Maldon  includes  the 
whole  of  the  estuary  of  the  Blackwater  and  its  creeks  down 
to  a  line  drawn  Southward  from  the  East  End  of  West  Mersea 
Island,  and  to  a  line  drawn  Eastward  from  the  Northern 
Boundary  of  Tillingham  parish.  For  about  four  miles  Below 
the  town  the  river  practically  dries  out  at  low  water.  Con¬ 
sequently  only  a  few  shallow-draught  vessels  lie  at  the  quays 
at  Maldon  or  in  the  canal  Basin  at  HeyBridge,  Deep-sea¬ 
going  vessels  lie  as  a  rule  Below  Osea  Island,  and  discharge 
their  cargoes  into  lighters  or  Barges.  Within  the  last  few 
years  many  liners  have  Been  laid  up  in  the  lower  part  of  the 
estuary. 

The  trade  of  the  Port  consists  in:- 

(1)  A  small  number  of  vessels  from  foreign  parts, 
chiefly  laden  with  timber  and  fish  from  the  Baltic  and 

Continental  Ports. 

(2)  Coastal  traffic  has  increased  Bringing  cargoes 
of  grain  and.  timber; 
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(3)  A  considerable  amount  of  estuarial  traffic, 
chiefly  in  sailing  and  motor  barges,  bringing  cement, 
grain,  timber  and  stone,  from  London  and  the  Thames 
Estuary  and  Ipswich. ’ .  A  large  proportion 

of  these  barges  visit  the  various  small  creeks  in  the 
estuary,  and  as  they' often  remain  for  only  one  or  two 
tides  it  is  impossible  to  keep  a  record  of  their  move¬ 
ments,  or,  as  a  rule,  inspect  them.  Their  sanitary  con¬ 
dition  and  the  health  of  their  crews  is,  however,  uniformly 
satisfactory.
